School Lands 

For Veterans 

, The Soldier Settlement Board of 
Canada has completed arrangements 
with the three prairie provinces by 
which considerably areas of school 
lands in the West have become avail¬ 
able for settlement by returned sol¬ 
diers- 

It is now possible for a qualified 
returned soldier to apply for any par¬ 
cel of school lands within fifteen miles 
of a railway line. When such parcel 
is applied for it will be appraised by 
representatives of the Soldier Settle¬ 
ment Board. If there is only one ap¬ 
plicant for the speciled parcel, it is 
possible for the returned soldier to 
enter into possession at once. If there 
are more than one appli'oant the par¬ 
cel will be disposed of by ballot as in 
the case of Indian reserves and other 
lands recently opened for soldier set¬ 
tlement.

Note : — Our new serial is a brief narative and sketch of life in 
a battalion of one of Lord Kitchener’s first armies. 

The Experiences Of An American 
In Kitchener’s Mob 


dugout which bore the following in¬ 
scription over the door: — 

“Gott tretf herein. Bring’ gluck 
herein.” 

It was an interesting commentary on 
German character. Tommy Atkins 
never writes inscriptions of a religious 
nature over the doorway of his splinter 
roof shelter. Neither does he file a 
saw a file on his bayonet* 

We found many.picture post 
cards and nevvspaiJ e *is among the lat 
ter one called the ‘VOieg-Zetung” pub 
lished at Lille for Ale soldiers in the 
field and filled with ^glowing accounts 
of the battles fought by the ever-vic- 
torious German armies. 

Death comes swiftly in war. One’s 
life hangs by a thread. The most tri¬ 
vial circumstnce saves or destroys 1 . 
Mac came into the half-ruined dugout 
where the off-duty machine gunners 
were making tea over a fire of splin- 


in the front wall of the trench on a le¬ 
vel with the floor. Stairways just 
large enough to permit the passage of 
a man’s body lead down to them. The 
roofs were re-inforced with heavy tim¬ 
bers. They were so strongly built 
throughout that most of them were in¬ 
tact. although the passageways lead¬ 
ing up to the trench were choked with 
loose earth. 

There were larger dugouts with 
floors but slightly lower than that of 
the trench. These were evidently 
built for living quarters in times of 
comparative quiet. Many of them 
were six feet wide and from twenty to 
thirty feet long, and quite palaces 
compared to the wretched little ‘funk- 
holes’ to which we had been accustom¬ 
ed They were roofed with logs a foot 
or more in diameter placed close to¬ 
gether and one on the top of the other 
in tiers of three, with a covering of 
earth three or four foot thick. But 
although they were solidly built they 
had not been proof aginst the rain of 
in ruins, the logs splintered like kind¬ 
ling doow and strewn far and wide 
over the ground. 

We found several dugouts, evident¬ 
ly officer’s quarters, which were al¬ 
ways of the very best. Canteens, water 
bottles, and small frying pans were 
made of aluminum and most ingenious 
ly fashioned to make them less bulky 
for carrying. Some of the bayonets 
were saw-edged. We found three of 
these needlessly cruel weapons in a

DAMAGED TRECHES 

The brief respite which we enjoy¬ 
ed during the first night soon came to 
an end. We were given time, how¬ 
ever, to make our trenches tenable. 
Early the following morning we set 
out to work removing the wreckage of 
human bodies. Never before had 

death revealed itself so terribly to us. 
Many of the men had literally been 
blown to pieces, and it wa s necessary 
to gathe r the fragments in blankets. 
For weeks afterward we had to eat 
and sleep and work and think among 
such awful sights. We became hard¬ 
ened to them finally. It was abso¬ 
lutely essential that we should. 

The trenche s and dugouts hod been 
battered to pices by the British ariil- 
lery fire before the infantry assault., 
and since their capture the work had 
been s a rried on by the German gun¬ 
ners. Even in their wrecked condi¬ 
tion w could see how skilfully they had 
been contsructed. No labor had been 
spared in making them as nearly shell 
proof and as comfortable for living 
quarters a s it is possible for such earth 
works to be. The ground here was 
unusually favorable. Under the clay- 
ish surface soil, there was a stratum of 
solid chalk. Advantage of this had 
been taken by the German engineers 
who must have planned and super¬ 
vised the work. Many of the shell- 
proof dupouts were fifteen and even 
twenty feet below the surface of the 
ground.

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hole through his tunic. Bert Powell | 
was so badly hurt that we exhausted 
our supply of field dressings in band 
aging him up. We found little Charlie 
Harrison lying close to the side of the 
wall, gazing at his crushed foot with 
a look of incredulity and horrror piti¬ 
ful to see. One of the men gave him 
first aid with all the deftness and 
tenderness of a woman. 

The rest of us dug hurriedly into a 
great heap of earth at the other end 
of th© shelter. We quickly uncovered 
Walter, a lad who had kept u& laugh¬ 
ing at his drollery on many a rainy 
night. The earth had been heaped 
loosely on him and he was still con- 
cious. 

"Good old boys he said weakly; "I 
was about done for.” 

In our haste we dislodged another 
(heap of earth which completely buried 
him again, and it seemed a lifetime 
before we could remove it. I have

ly as we could. We knew tat he was 
badly wounded for the earth was soak 
ed with blood; but when we saw we 
turned away sick with horror. For¬ 
tunately, he lost conciousness while 
we were trying to disentangle him 
from fallen timbers, and he died on 
the way to the field dressing station. 
Of the seven lads in the dugout, three 
were killed outright, three died within 
half an hour, and one escaped with a 
crushed foot which had to be amputat¬ 
ed at the field hosppital. 

What happened to our little group 
was happening to others along the en¬ 
tire line. Americans may have read of

the bombardment which took place 
that autumn morning. The dispatches 
I believe described it with the usual 
official brevity, giving all the inform- 
/view of the general public. 

"Along the Loos—La Basse sector 
there was a lively artillery action- 
We demolished some earthworks in the 
vicinity of Hulluch. Some of our 
trenches near hill 70 were damaged.” 

"Damaged!” It was a guarded ad¬ 
mission. Our line was a shambles of 
'loose earth and splintered logs. At 
some places it was difficult to see just 
where the trench had been. Had the 
Germans launched a counter attack 
we should have had difficulty in hold 
ing the position. But it was only what 
Tommy called a “big ’ap’orth of ’ate” 
No attempt was made to follow up the 
advantage, and we at once set to work 
rebuilding. The loose earth had to be 
put into sandbags, the parapets mend¬ 
ed, the holes blasted out by shells, 
filled in. 

The worst of it was that we could 
from the sight of the 


tilated bodies.

"Wot che’r, lads! Are we down¬ 
hearted?”—a growling chorus answer¬ 
ed with an unmistakable,— 

"YES-” 


same work with not one bright or 
pleasant thing to look forward to* 

These were my thoughts as I sat on 
the firing bench watching the water 
dripping down from the edges of my 
puttees. But I had forgotten one im¬ 
portant item in the daily routine: sup¬ 
per. 

And I had forgotten Private Lum- 
ley, our cook, or, to give him his due, 
our 'chef’ He was not the man to 
waste his tim© in gloomy reflection. 
With a dozen mouldy potatoes which 
he had procured Heaven knows where, 
four tis of corned beef, and a canteen 
lid filled with bacon grease for raw 
materials, he had set out to work 
with the enthusiasm of a born art¬ 
ist, the result being rissoles, brown, 
crisp and piping hot. It is a plaas- 
ure to think of that meal. Private 
TLumley was one of the rare souls of 
earth, one of the Mark Tapleys who 
never lost his courage or his good 
spirits. I remember how our spirits 
rose at the sound of his voice, and how 


Some of the men in their sufferin, 
forgot everyone but themselves, and 
it was not strange that they should. 
Others with more iron in their natur 
es endured fearful agony in silence. 
/During memorable half-hours filled 
with danger and death, many of my 
were made clear to me. Men whom 
no one had credited with heroic qual¬ 
ities revealed them- Others failed 
rather pitiably to live up to ones ex¬ 
pectations. It seemed to me that there 
was strength or weakness in men, 
apart from their real selves, for which 
they were in no way responsible; but 
doubtless it had always been there, 
waiting to be called forth a just such 
crucial times.. 

During the'afternoon I heard for the 
first time the hysterical shout of a 
man whose nerve had given way. He 
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We were in an open ditch. The 
rain was beating down on our faces. 
We were waiting for darkness when 
we could go to our unpleasant work 
of grave digging. To-morrow there 
would be more graves to dig, and the 
picked up an arm and threw it far out 1 day after, th© same duty, and the day 
in front of the trenches, shouting as he | after that, the same. Week after week 
did so in a way that made one’s blood we would be living like this, killing 
run cold. Then he sat down and start and being killed, binding up terrible 
ed crying and moaning. He was taken 
to the rear, one of the saddest casual¬ 
ties in a war of inconceivable horr¬ 
ors. I heard of many instances of 
nervous breakdown, but I witnessed 
surprisingly few of them. Men were 
often badly shaken and trembling from 
themselves together under the taunts 
of their less susceptible comrades. 

RISSOLES AND A REQUIEM

No refer¬ 
ence was made to our dead comrades 
who were lying so close that we could 
almost touch them from where we 
sat- Nevertheless, I believe that we 
were all thinking of them, however un¬ 
willingly. I tried to see them as they 
were Q nly a few hours before. I tried 
to remember the sound of their voices, 
how they laughed; but I could think

^Jail, Fines And Everythhinng For 
Failure To Make Returns 

“But a week remains for thhose who 
have still to file their income tax re¬ 
turns. All income tax returns must 
be filed by those liable to taxation not 
later than April 30th- All who fail tto 
send in returns being liable to taxt- 
tion will pay a penalty or 25 per cent 
of the amount of the tax payable." 
stated Federal Inspector Thoburn Al¬ 
lan tod-ay^ Although, it is not the 
desire of this department to 'penalize 
anyone, severe dealings must be ex¬ 
pected by anyone who fails to com¬ 
ply with this part of the law. 

In addition tto the penalties for be- 
j ing late in filing returns, there are also 
penalties for failing to pay taxes with¬ 
in one month after individuals have 
been assessed. The section of the act 
relative to this is as follows: “The 

tax shall be paid one month from the 
date of mailing of assessment notice, 
a penalty of 5 per cent- of the amount 
of such tax shall be added thereto, 
and thereafter a further penalty of 1 
per cent, per month shall be added 
for each additional month or portion 
thereof during which the said tax and 
penalty remains unpaid." 

The federal authorities (Secured a 
number of convictions in this prov¬ 
ince last year, and at Red Deer,*Cam- 
rose and Delia six citizens each paid 
$5.00 for neglect and for making false 
returns, which the department invest¬ 
igated. The act provides that both 
fines and imprisonment may be im¬ 
posed, the pennalty not exceeding 
$10,000 and six months imprisonment 
in cases where the fines remain un¬ 
paid. Further, any person called up¬ 
on for information under the act must 
supply 'such information or render 
themselves liable t 0 a penalty of $100 
under the summary conviction, for 
each day during which the default 


continues. 

Unmarried persons with incomes of 
under $1,000 are exempt from taxation 
Persons earning $1,000 to $6,000 are 
taxed at the rate of 4 per cent, after 
$6,000 a rate if 8 per cent., is charged 
the sur tax liable after $2,000 of an 
income. 

Married persons are exempt'up to 
$1,800 also exemption is allowed of 
$200 for each child under eighteen

Are Not All D escribed 

New Inspection Act Ppaces All 
Onus On Shipper Of The 
Live Stock 

“Any shipper failing to furnish 
to a stock inspector a correct list of 
bronds on cattle being shipped by him 
shall be liable to a penalty of $25 for 
each animal wrongfully described. 

Just read that over again, Mr. Cat¬ 
tle Buyer and let is soak into your 
head that if there are four animals 
in a car which have not been properly 
described in your list that you are 
liable t Q be soaked one hundred dol¬ 
lars. 

The matter was taken up at a 
meeting of the Calgary Livestock Ex¬ 
change on Tuesday and the ruling of 
Hon. Duncan Marshall was given 
over the telephone that it was the 
shipper, not the seller, at the country 
point who was up against the fine. 

This means that brand reading will 
have to become a fine art among cat¬ 
tle buyers and no matter how eare- 
full.v the stock is handled there is 
very likely to be a lot of trouble for 
the shhipper. 

It also brings special attention to 
the carelessness which is exercised 
by some of the stock inspectors of 
country points, who in some instances 
have been known to simply put their 
O.K. on a list of brands which is giv¬ 
en them by the seller, or the shipper, 
without having any actual know¬ 
ledge of the brands on the stock, or 
after a very superficial examination. 

As it stands at present the law 
will have to be made effective with a 
certain amount of discretion There 
have been hundreds of cases in which 
an owner has sold a bunch of cattle 
and in making out his list of brands 
to the new owner has failed to remem-

charge of the inspection of export and 
inter-provincial shipments of eggs 
Mr. Innismore intends to start im¬ 
mediately to introduce the new leg¬ 
islation in egg marketing which is 
expected to be in effect within a few 
days, whereby all dealers will be 
obliged to buy and sell on a strictly 
quality basis.

Penalty 

Every person required to make a return, who 
fails to do so within the time limit, shall be 
subject to a penalty of Twenty-five per centum 
of the amount of the tax payable. 

Any person, whether taxable, or otherwise, 
who fails to make a return or provide informa¬ 
tion duly required according to the provision of 
the Act, shall be liable on summary conviction 
to a penalty of $100 for each day during 
which the default continues. Also any person 
making a false statement in any return or in 
any information required by the Minister, shall 
be liable, on summary conviction, to a penalty 
not exceeding $10,000, or to six months* imprison¬ 
ment or to both fine and imprisonment.
